The famous le.iniiii; trper of Pisa is 


a campanile or bell tower. The build- 
ing, -which is cylindrical in form, is 
11)7 feet high ami fiflj feet in diameter, 
made entirely of ^lute marble. It is 
called tho leaning tower from the fact 
that it indinch some thirty feet from 
the i>erpenuu-nlnr, and it is not general- 
ly known that tins inclination, which 
gives the to^er such a remarkable ap- 
pearance was not intentional.

It was 
guarded ag.iinst by the use of extra 
braces in the further construction of 
the building and an adaptation of the 
stone in tiie highest portion.

are seven bells on the lop of the tower, 
the largest of which weighs 2,000 
pounds, aud these lire so placed as to 
counteract as far as possible the lean- 
ing of the tower itself.

liceman. 


Cordova Again Convicted.

a bad name.
